3* On 8 September at 10 p.m. a Soviet submarine arrived at the entrance to 3<occa 
Tigris Harbor e Shortly thereafter, two Soviets from this submarine went ar- 
shore in a small launch provided by the Chinese Communist authorities at Bocca 
Tigris. At Bocca Tigris they conferred with Soviet advisers of the Kwangtung 
River Defense Headquarters, and at 11 p.m. they returned to the submarine, 
which left Bocca Tigris at 7 a*m. on 9 September. 
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In early September the Tulin shipyards were attempting to salvage two approx- 
imately 800-ton former Japanese army trmsports* sunk during Yvorld V*&r II by 
allied planes* One of these vessel s is in Belli (108-1*3# 19-08 ) Bay and the 
other is in Tulin Harbor * Both have already been brought to the surface,. The 
Chinese Communists are planning to convert both into naval craft.. 

In early September the Chinese Communist authorities in Fukien turned, over the 
control of all motor Junks in the Fukien coastal area to the East Chin 4 Hav&l 
Command, These junks all have load capacities of 30 tons or more, speeds of 
7 knots or more * names starting with 11 HAT" (i%)# crows of 30-50 Chinese 
Communist troops, and arnuoent consisting of mortars and light machine guns* 

In early September there was a possibility that Soviet personnel on Hainan,
